34, of W ash ington, D C. T h ey said 
h e will face ch arges of robbery , assault and 
unlaw ful im prisonm ent. 
A noth er h ostage was released W ednesday 
nigh t after sh e com plained of h igh blood pre s­ 
sure. 
S ta te and l» >cal police, along with FBI agents, 
h ad cordoned off an area just about IKK) y ards 
from th e sta te capitol after th e dra m a began to 
unfold about 3 p.m . W ednesday . 
Police C h ief E dw ard C. M cA rdle, looking 
tired from th e m ara th o n v igil, spoke briefly on 
th e sidewalk in front of th e building, say ing.

establish es a tone w h ich can cripple th e effectiv e operation ol 
a correction facility .” 
S ch oonm aker. h owev er, ch arged th at W ard "is looking lor a 
scapegoat to cov er up th e problem s in th e prisons th a t h e is 
responsible for. He sh ould focus instead on th e real issues: th at 
th e prisons do not offer reh ab ilitatio n or education, th at 85 
percent of th e prison population is repeat offenders."

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Program Soured by Bad Sponsors! 
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LO S A N G E L E S (I PI) — Ho most Vietnamese refugees the 
sponsor program looked like a way out. But to a few. it was 
the life of a house servant or partner in sexual pleasure 
— Two young men left because their sponsor was a hom< 
ual. 
— A 17-year-old girl fled the house of 
protectors because they made love in front c 
— Another said he was being forced to enN 
become a preacher. 
Some refugees are treated like children xy responsible 
parishioners. 
Tran Van son called his protector an “ exploiter.” Ths 
American said Son was “ lazy." 
Their relationship lasted two days. 
Son later was sent to live in a Los Angeles hotel with other 
refugees waiting for relocation with another American family. 
But he said. “ I don't want to return to any American family. 
I just want to get a job and be free from forced labor." 
They now hate the word “ sponsor.’ To them the good image 
of America is clouded with hatred. 
Ths Government task force handling the resettlement of 
refugees said the breakdowns represent only a minor problem. 
At Camp Pendleton, Calif., officials said there have been 
about 50 cases involving some 200 persons out of the 32,000 
Vietnamese released from the camp in the past three months. 
Ths breakdowns, in reality, are more widespread. Those who 
battled openly quit their sponsors while others, because of fears 
and the language barrier, chose to take what was given them. 
“ My wife and 1 were forced to work nine hours a day and 
six days a week for $200 a month," Son said. “ There was no 
break during the day, even for lunch, and our 4-vear-old boy 
was just starving. The sponsor never allowed my wife to take 
care of our son during the day. 
“ We were treated as slaves and were threatened with 
starvation.” 
Ths couple received a daily list of chores including fixing 
breakfast for the “ masters" and making their beds. 


Two widows and their six children were taken to Phoenix. 
An/.., to live with a Protestant church. Instead they were put 
to live with Mexican-Americans. 
“ The daily schedule was from 6 a.m. to 11 p.m.," Mrs. Hoai 
Anh said, "during that time we were told to work and make 
money for the congregation. We ate only potatoes and carrots, 
no meat in three weeks. 
‘We were not allowed to talk to anybody. There were no 
clothes and we had to share the bednxtms with a dozen persons 
completely strangers to us." 
She said that when Red Cross representatives investigated 
her complaint the sponsor showed clothes collected for the 
refugees which they never received. 
The children must attend two hours of religious classes a day. 
Thesir parents were asked to attend the church although they 
said thev were Buddhists.

Tran Thi Bich, her two children and her sister live with a 
childless American couple in California and their relationship 
has been fine. But the sponsors pushed them to take welfare 
aids and took their first check and food stamps. 
But for Nguyen Thuc Dam. his wife and four children the 
dream has come true. 
They live in a three bedroom house rented at $265 a month 
by the Lutheran Church at La Habra. Calif. 
The church plans to give them $600 a month, including rent 
for one year, until Dam can support his family. 
Gil and Mary Ann Sheets who housed Dam's family the first 
three weeks said they were delighted. 
"W e never did anything like that before. The Vietnamese 
taught us a lot of things like not to waste f<x>d 
Refugees at Camp Pendleton, however—aware of the break­ 
downs—now- prefer church sponsorship. Many have rejected 
offers to live in American families ffor fear of ¿incompatibility. 
This situation is standing thousands in camp and there 
apparently is no end in sight.

Levi Weighs R estricting F B I 


M O N TREA L (U PI) — At­ 
torney General Edward Levi 
has said he is considering 
guidelines which would bar 
F B I surveillance of domestic 
groups unless they threatened 
violence. 
“ The 
proposed 
guidelines 
would lim it domestic in­ 
telligence 
activities 
to 
the 
pursuit of information about 
activities that may involve the 
use of force or violence in 
violation of federal law in spec­ 
ified qays,” Levi said. 
Electronic 
surveillance 
of 
domestic persons and or­ 
ganizations still could be em­ 
ployed with a court order, Levi 


added, but only for "full scale" 
investigations which the FBI 
wuuld report directly to the 
attorney general. 
He said buggings and wire­ 
taps could not be used for 
“ limited investigations," but 
did not define the difference 
between a limited and a full- 
scale investigation. 
“ The 
proposed 
guidelines 
accept the proposition that in 
limited circumstances careful­ 
ly 
controlled 
FBI 
activity 
which directly intercedes to 
p reven t violence is a p ­ 
propriate," Levi said in re­ 
marks prepared for a speech to

W ASH IN G TO N (U PI) - 
Jubal Hale lost his $20,308-a- 
year job when Congress 
abolished the Federal Metal 
and Non-Metallic Mine Safety 
Board of Review on June 30 — 
mainly because he said the 
board did nothing for five 
years. 
But Hale may be back on the 
federal payroll after a few 
more weeks’ vacation in his 
native Utah. 
In an interview with UPI,

Congressional Push for Federal J obs

W ASH 1N G TO N —Several prom inent m embers of Congress 
have brought pressure on the General Services Adm inistration 
to violate the law and give preferential treatm ent to their 
triends for civil service jobs. 
The confidential investig ative files of the Civil Service 
C om m ission contain reports on .‘16 Senators and 32 C on­ 
g ressm en who alleg edly pushed GSA to find jobs lor their 
friends. 


Federal law strictly prohibits preferential treatm ent in civil 
service hiring. There is enoug h flex ibility in the law to permit 
m em bers of Cong ress to endorse job applicants. But the 
selections are sup|>osed to be m ade wholly on m erit, without 
IMilitical consideration. 


Yet the confidential files show that more than 300 people got 
their jobs at GSA through political favoritism . In fact, GSA 
created a s|>ecial unit to handle the illegal patronage referrals. 
Although these violations are carefully docum ented, it took 
y ears for the C ivil Service C om m ission to g et around to 
bringing charg es against eig ht GSA officials. But no action has 
been taken ag ainst the m embers of Congress, whom the GSA 
political unit served. 
The investig ative files finger Senate Republican leader Hugh 
Scott as the m ost energ etic patronage seeker with more than 
60 jobs secured. An investig ative report states that GSA 
m aintained “ a Senator Scott file 
separate from other political 
referral files. 
His recom m endations apparently carried great weig ht. One 
friend of Scott was awarded a top job, according to the report.

The rejection of the Chapel Street site for a 
landfill by the Common Council was a good ex am ­ 
ple of responsive government working for the peo­ 
ple. When the site was first proposed many months 
ago, it was promoted as an ideal location, and since 
the current facility at Kingston Point was rapidly 
becom ing inoperative, plans to com plete the project 
were pushed. That was before a group of very active 
and very vocal area residents made their voices 
heard. Citing the area’s natural beauty , coupled 
with its inaccessibility and a projected high cost of 
developm ent, a drive spearheaded by the Con­ 
cerned Citizens of Greater Kingston capped its 
efforts when it compiled a petition of more than 
2,(XX) signatures in opposition to the move. T his was 
certainly enough to convince a majority of the 
aldermen that perhaps the project was ill-conceived 
and should be reevaluated. 
There is still the possibility that May or Francis 
Koenig will veto the council’s action, since he had 
previously stated that the Chapel Street location 
was the only viable one within the ciy limits. 
However, this action by the may or is ex tremely 
doubtful in view of the heavily -supported petition 
and the fact that this is an election y ear. 
But the rejection of Chapel Street by the council 
doesn’t mean that the problem will quietly go away .

W A SH IN G T O N —W hen Secretary of S tate Henry 
K issing er returns from his M ideast trium ph, he will 
find on his desk an ex traordinarily harsh letter 
dem anding his presence at a long -delay ed confron­ 
tation w ith Sen. Henry M. J ackson over SA L T . 
Since M arch, J ackson has sought K issing er to 
testify on strateg ic arms lim itations talks (SA L T ) 
before the arm s control subcom m ittee of the Senate 
Armed Services C om m ittee. On Aug. 22, with 
Kissinger shuttling betw een J erusalem and Cairo, 
subcom m ittee chairm an J ackson wrote him (but did 
not publicly release) a letter that reads like a 
subpoena. In lang uag e seldom used by a senior 
Senator to a Secretary of State, the letter concludes: 
"Your persistent failure to appear before the 
com m ittee in the face of Soviet (m issile) deploy ­ 
m ents inconsistent with y our assurances to the 
Congress (about the SA LT I ag reem ent) raises 
serious doubts about the m anner in which that 
ag reem ent was neg otiated. 
According ly , I must ag ain request that y ou pro­ 
vide the subcom m ittee with a list of dates on which 
y ou are prepared to appear and respond to these and 
other questions." 
That leaves Dr. Kissinger with two un attractive 
options: 
O ption No. 1: Stonew all, ig noring J ackson’s letter. 
But that could ex tend K issing er's vendetta w ith 
J ackson to the chairm an of the parent Armed 
Services C om m ittee, the im m ensely prestig ious 
Sen. J ohn Stenn is of M ississippi, who m ig ht rise in 
defense of S enate prerog atives. 
O ption No. 2: C apitulate, joining in a confronta­ 


tion with all advantag es held by J ackson, who as 
subcom m ittee chairm an w ill control questioning . 
Althoug h the hearing would be behind closed doors, 
J ackson would push for quick publication of a 
transcript. 
Kither option g uarantees escalation in the p oliti­ 
cal debate over d etente. W hile K issing er is intent 
on a SA LT II ag reem ent. President Ford is finding 
deten te a dim inishing 
political asset. J ackson, 
seeking the D em ocratic presidential nom ination, 
will insure that SA L T and detente are political 
debating points. 
J ackson never liked the 19 72 SA L T 1 ag reem ent 
neg otiated by President N ix on and K issing er and 
early this y ear charg ed that Soviet deploy m ent of 
the huge SS-19 m issile violates K issing er’s as­ 
surances in seeking cong ressional ratification of 
SA L T I that the Soviets would not replace old 
m issiles with larger ones. 
Fhe J ackson subcom m ittee heard closed door 
testim ony about this from CIA director W illiam 
Colbv on Feb. 11 and D efense Secretary J am es 
Schlesing er on M arch 3. W hile refusing to charge 
violations 
of 
understanding s, 
each 
confirm ed 
J ackson’s SS-19 facts. 
J ackson nex t soug ht K issing er’s appearance. S u b ­ 
com m ittee aides repeatedly ("at least a dozen 
tim es," claim s one J ackson man) asked the State 
D epartm ent to schedule Kissing er. A tentative date 
of M ay 15 was once set but was cancelled because 
of the visit here by the Shah of Iran. 
In truth. Kissinger feels J ackson’s insistence that 
he testify under oath is a gratuitous indignity . His

appearance as a sworn w itness before the subcom ­ 
m ittee on J une 24, 19 74, led to an unpleasant scene. 
W hen asked by Kissinger in M ay whether to risk a 
rejietition, one of the Secretary ’s shrewdest advisers 
told K issing er his relationship with J ackson had so 
deteriorated that he should duck out. 
Instead, K issing er’s operatives have tried to give 
Congress his view s on SA L T without confronting 
J ackson. One possibility is testim ony before the 
friendly arm s control subcom m ittee of the Senate

R elations C om m ittee, 
headed

Sen. 
Stuart Sy m ing ton of M issouri (where Kissinger 
would not testify under oath). Besides that, K issin­ 
ger is also considering sending Congress a State 
D epartm ent w hite paper on SALT. 
To avoid preem ption by the Sy m ing ton subcom ­ 
m ittee or a w hite paper, J ackson wrote his Aug. 22 
letter, bearing the formal salutation of “ Dear Mr. 
Secretary " (the old first-nam e day s of "Scoop” and 
“ H enry ” being long g one). 


J ackson's letter leaves no doubt what he wants: 
"as the only m em ber of the adm inistration present 
at the neg otiations of the SA L T I ag reem ent...y ou 
a l on e 
a r e 
i n

p os i t i on

t e l l 
t h e 
subcom m ittee...w hy the adm inistration has chosen 
to ignore its pledg e to regard the deploy m ent of the 
new Soviet SS-19 m issile as a heavy m issile and 
therefore one whose deploy m ent contravenes the 
U .S. interpretation of the ag reem ent.” 


That has the tone of a challeng e, not an invitation. 
How K issing er reacts to it could cast a long shadow 
over future political and diplom atic events.

Editor: The Freeman 
As a June 1975 graduate of 
Princeton University, I pead 
with some surprise and dismay 
William F. Buckley’s descrip­ 
tion (August 21) of what four 
years of Princeton must have 
done to me. After checking the 
facts concerning the Gallup 
poll Buckley found so interest­ 
ing, 1 found that when it comes 
to Princeton, Bill Buckley be­ 
comes the truest-blue Eli of 
them all — sparing neither 
distortion nor innuendo to dis­ 
credit the Tiger. 
Buckley’s 
column 
implies 
that the Gallup Organization 
did a statistically sound longi­ 
tudinal survey at each of the 
nation's colleges to determine 
the liberalizing influence of 
each. Supposedly, Gallup then 
ranked all of the nation’s col­ 
leges on this basis with Prince­ 
ton heading the list as most 
liberal and Oklahoma Chris­ 
tian bringing up the rear as 
most conservative. 
In fact, the Gallup Organiza­ 
tion conducted a series of three 
polls, none of which support 
Buckley’s 
contentions. 
T|ie 
first poll, commissioned by the 
strongly fundamentalist Okla­ 
homa Christian College, en­ 
tailed interviews of 904 stu­ 
dents at a representative sam­ 
ple of 57 colleges and univer­ 
sities conducted between 
January 28 and February 18, 
1975. Responses to this poll 
were differentiated by class 
but not by school At the re­ 
quest of Oklahoma Christian, 
a sample of 100 of its own 
students were also interviewed 
for comparison. At its own 
initiative, 
the 
Gallup 
Or­ 
ganization conducted a survey 
of 100 Princeton students as 
well. The data from neither of 
the latter two surveys was dif­ 
ferentiated by the class of re­ 
spondents. 
The 
survey 
of 
Princeton students was con­ 
ducted primarily because the 
Princeton 
campus 
is 
only 
about one block from Gallup 
Organization offices. 
It should be clear that none 
of Buckley’s conclusions can 
be drawn from the Gallup polls 
as they were conducted. First, 
no ne o f the po lls were lo ng i­ 
tudina l. That is, in none of the 
polls did Gallup determine the 
attitudes of a freshman class 
at one point in time and com­ 
pare them to the attitudes of 
the same class four years later. 
Rather, views of the Class of 
1975 were compared to those of 
the Class of 1978. The implicit 
assumption of such a com­ 
parison is that the attitudes of 
this year’s senior class at its 
matriculation in 
1971 
were 
equivalent to the attitudes of 
fh o lesate:ReUiTl 


the class which matriculated 
in 1974. This assumption hard­ 
ly 
seems 
reasonable. 
The 
freshman year of the Class of 
1975 was still part of the tur­ 
bulent period of the late 60's 
and early 70’s — a period 
which is ancient history to 
many of this year’s freshmen. 
(Bu ck ley's statements are 
based 
on 
the 
notion 
that 
Princeton’s seniors are much 
more 
liberal 
than are her 
freshmen — incidentally a no­ 
tion which can’t be substan­ 
tiated by the Gallup polls. 
Note that this notion could 
lead to the conclusion that in 
the last four years Princeton 
has gotten conservative more 
quickly than has any other 
school just as easily as it can 
lead to Buckley’s conclusions.) 


Second, responses to the sur­ 
veys at Oklahoma Christian 
College and Princeton Univer­ 
sity were not differentiated by 
class. Therefore, there is no 
basis for comparing the views 
.of seniors at these institutions 
in 1975 to those of freshmen 
there at the same time. 


Third, since the national 
poll did not differentiate re­ 
sponses by the school at which 
they were made, not even the 
57 schools where polls were 
conducted could be ranked on 
a spectrum from most to least 
liberal as Buckley implies. 
Buckley’s column deserves 
some 
additional 
comments. 
First, the statistics Buckley 
cites to support 
his com­ 
parison of Princeton to l/enin 
Institute are from the national 
sample 
and 
not 
from 
the 
Princeton sample — a clever 
bit of deception. Second, per­ 
haps Ralph Nader is thought 
of so 
highly 
at 
Princeton 
because he happens to belong 
to the Princeton Class of 1955. 
1 wonder if Bill Buckley would 
fare so well at his own Yale. 
Third, a question. Does it real­ 
ly follow that because a person 
opposes capital punishment he 
is a liberal and therefore a 
likely candidate for the posi­ 
tion of "executioner” ? Finally, 
Buckley seems to have avoided 
statistics which would at least 
shed some doubt on some of 
his contentions. Consider:

Before the American l»eague East title is decided, the 
shadows of anonimity may no longer hang over the heads of 
Rick Wise and Cecil Cooper. 
But the road to recognition hasn't been easy. 
For Wise, who pitched only 49 innings last year, the season 
started in the hull|>en, tar removed from the s|x>tlight enjoyed 
by Luis I'iant and Bill I»ee, who pitched Boston to an early 
lead in the AL East.

Jim Otto never had any use for the "prima donnas" of pro 
football. His job was to labor in ignominy in the pits and he 
did it as well as any man who ever played his position. 
But the end came Wednesday when Otto, who appeared in 
everv regular season game the Oakland Raiders played since 
their inception in 19 6 0, finally surrendered to the pain of six 
knee operations and announced his retirement. 
Otto, the famed No. 00 who was regarded as one of the finest 
centers in the game during his prime, joined teammate George 
Blanda in setting a consecutive game streak for pro football at 
210 games. The 37-year-old Otto will become the Raiders' 
business manager. 
Otto also appeared in 74 preseason, 13 post-season and 12 
All-Star games. 
A 6 -foot 2, 255-pounder, Otto was from the old blix>d and guts 
school of football players. He often voiced his disapproval of 
what he called, “ prima donnas". 
“ He's the guy who thinks more of himself than anyone else," 
Otto said. “ He’s the guy who spends the most time in front 
of the mirror. He’s the guy who goes through various routines 
to make people know he’s around and expects the best of 
treatment from everybody wherever he goes. He won’t give ol 
himself but he wants everyone to give of themselves.

Th e Mid-Hudson Valley’s construction industry can expect 
a sh ot with th e promised construction of a $5.8 million animal 
import facility at Stewart Airport. 
A ceremony establish ing th e nation’s largest animal im|H>rt 
facility for th e U. S. Department of Agriculture's (USDA) 
Animal and Plant Health Inspection Service (APHIS) at th e 
Metropolitan TransjMirtation Auth ority’s (MTA) airixirt in 
Newburgh will take place Friday at 11 a.m. 
Th e formal agreement, creating th e multi-million facility tin 
th e 75-acre site, will be signed by MTA Ch airman David L. 
Yn-unich and USDA Assistant Secretary Rich ard L. Feltner. 
APHIS Administrator F. J. Mulh ern will also be presnt. 
Federal state and local officials h ave been invited to 
participate in th e ceremony. 
Th e new facility is being built to replace th e USDA’s Clifton, 
N.J. facility wh ich is 72 years-old and too small to h andle th e 
7,400 animals and poultry processed annually. Th e new facility 
will h ave triple th e capacity of th e present one. Th e U. S. h as 
two oth er animal import facilities, one in Honolulu and th e 
oth er in Miami, Fla. 


Auth orization for th e construction of th e facility was first 
given in 1964. Having now decided on Stewart Field as th e site. 
USDA is soliciting proposals tor design and plans to put th e 
project out for bid next spring with plans for going in operation 
in 1978. 
Plans call for 35 buildings in a park like setting. Twenty-five 
persons are to be employed full-time including veterinarians, 
animal h ealth tech nicians, animal h andlers and mech anical 
and cargo personnel. 
Th e facility is reported to require $500,000 in labor and 
materials annually, including 600 tons of h ay, 300 tons of oth er 
feed and 45,IKK) gallons of fuel. 
Solid wastes will be incinerated and liquid wastes will be 
disposed of th rough modern sewage treatment meth ods. 
Th e facility will lie self-supporting with all costs borne by 
th e importers. 
All animals coming into th e country h ave to be processed 
including domesticated animals such as h orses, sh eep and 
cattle, as well as pigeons, zoo birds and wild zoo animals. 
Presently 1,8(K) cattle are expected as are 8(K) h orses, 8(K) zoo 
animals and 4.1KK) poultry.

A senior official 
traveling with him said the accord got warm ap p roval from 
Saudi Arabia’s King Khalid. a more moderate endorsement 
from Jordan’s King Hussein and a noncommittal assessment 
from Syrian President Hafez Assad. 
Syria’s governing Ba’ath p arty later denounced th e accord 
as a "m ajor setback for the p rogress of the Arab struggle." The 
senior U.S. official, who declined to be identified, said the 
United States exp ects the Soviet Union also to attack the 
accords.
